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GOMPERS SCENTS 
PLOT IN U.S.TO 
WAR.ON MEXICO 


- Washington, D. C., April 25.—[Spe 
cial.]J—Samuel Gompers, president of 
the American Federation of \Labor, 
scents a plot of predatory interests 
to bring about American intervention 
in Mexico under the cloak of a move- 
ment to reéstablish order and pros- 
perity as the United States did in Cuba. 

Mr. Gompers voices his suspicions 
in an article in the American Federa- 
tionist in which he denounces the 
present congress as a do-nothing body 
and repressive and coercive of labor 
and calls on workingmen to enter the 
primaries and election and defeat con- 
gressional candidates on labor’s black- 
list. 

“America cannot play forever the 
part of a peevish child in international 
relations,” says Mr. Gompers, blaming 
not the president apparently but con- 
gress for the failure of the senate to 
ratify the peace treaty. “‘ Europe does 
not offer the only field for the expres- 
sion of American ideals jn_ interna- 
tional relations. At periods all too fre- 
quent the United States is brought to 
the verge of war with Mexico.

GUN LAW. 

When Moss Enright was killed Chief Garrity 
said there would be more killing. He was right. 
There has been and there will be. Killing is 
endemic in Chicago, a social disease at work all 
the time, with occasional epidemics to vary the 
monotony of the mortality charts. 

But what Chief Garrity meant was that the 
friends of Moss Enright would not rely up6én legal 
justice to avenge him. . 

Some time has passed and though the state’s at-| 
torney’s office made a sensational! start the machin- 
ery of justice has slowed down as usual and the 
prospects of punishment have begun to fade away. 

We do not say the state’s attorney’s office hasn't 
done its best. The difficulties of getting evidence 
and even more of keeping it are very great. But 
the fact is that in this case, as in most cases of 
gang murder in labor or vice feuds, the agents of 
legal justice and of the public peace fail. 

It is also the fact that as long as this condition 
continues the gunmen will go on adding notches 
to their guns and there will be two systems of law 
in this town, one made by the state which doesn’t 

‘work and one made by the gangs which does. 

The motives for the murder of Coleman are still 
a subject of investigation, but there is one reason 
why he was murdered on which there can be no 
argument. 

Coleman was murdered because gang murders 
are not punished in Cook county. He was mur- 
dered because his murderer felt pretty certain he 
could “get away with it,” and it is pretty certain 
he will. Moss Enright’s murderers will probably 
escape. Why not Coleman’s? The only justice 
they need fear is justice meted out by their own 
kind, *justice of their own brand. In that, after 
all, there is a sporting chance, at least for a man 
who knows his way about and pulls a quick trig- 


er. 
a has all been said before in these columns, 
but we are going to say something else we've said 
before, It is this: The peaceful citizen who thinks 
gang murders are nothing to bother about because 
the gunmen are shooting up each other is comfort- 
ing himself without reason. What we have in Chi-| 
cago, thanks to slack administration of the crim- 
inal law and the alliance of polities with criminal- 
ity, is a system much like the Neapolitan Camorra, |. 
aA-system of tribute and extortion founded on vio 
lence and always ready to slay. The effects of this 
pystem are not confined to the affairs of the un- 
Jerworld. They reach into the world of “ respect- | 
able’ things, they poison our politics, they weaken 
the whole administration of law. 

But there is more to be said than this: If the 
gunman can use his gun with tmpunity, he is not 
always going to confine its use to his own kind. 
The Camorra in Italy didn’t. On the contrary, it 
sxpanded its activities until it‘ became a natioral 
menace and had to be dealt with by the most pow- 
‘rful agencies at the command of Italian society. 

It is humiliating to draw this parallel, but con- 
litions in Chicago make it advisable to tell the 
ruth. Murder must be punished by the law in 
his community if we are to recover tolerable con- 
litions of life. The impotency of criminal justice 
$ worse than a scandal. It is a seriously growing 
langer. 

A few swift prosecutions followed by prompt 
angings would make life a safer possession in 
his town.

Editorial of the Day 


UNLOCKING THE GRFAT LAKES. 
J. B. in The Review.] 

To appreciate the probable importance ofa sok 
waterway from the gréat lakes to the sea, it 
necessary @o have some idea of the phenomenal 
growth of commerce on the gréat lakes. In 1850 
the entire volume of freight on the great lakes 
amounted to about 25,000 tons, carried by a handful 
of small draft vessels. In 1916 there were 37,852 
passages of vessels through the Detroit river, with 
a registered tonnage of over 76,000,000, carrying 100,- 
000,000 tons of freight of an estimated value of some- 
thing over $1,000,000,000. ‘These totals were slightly 
reduced in 1917 and 1918, owing to causes arising out 
of the war, but there are already indications that 
they will be greatly exceeded within the next few 
years. What proportion of this enormous traffic, 
many times greater than that annually passing 
through the Suez canal, would find its way to and 
from the seaboard by way of the St. Lawrence is a 
moot point on which there are very wide differences 
of opinion. ‘But as a large percentage of both east- 
bound and westbound traffic is at present subject to 
transshipment at Buffalo and other ports on the 
lower lakes, there would seem to be more than suffi- 
cient traffic available for a route that would enable 
shipments to be made without breaking bulk to offset 
the cost of the proposed waterway.

Spade thesoil toa depth of ten inches 
or more, and set the plants three feet 
apart in rows, allowing four feet be- 
tween the rows. Dig a hole for each 
plant large enough so the roots may 
spread out freely in all directions. If 
any of the roots are bruised or broken, 
the injured section should be cut off 
with a sharp knife before the plants 
are set. See that the mark where 
the soil came to on the plant when they 
were set in the nursery is about three 
inches below the surface when they 
are transplanted. Cover the roots 
with a rich, mellow soil, 

The plants must be carefully looked 
after, especially the first year. It will 
be necessary to hoe the patch three or’ 
four times during the summer to keep 
the weeds under control and to con- 


fairly well in most any kind of soil, 


‘serve moisture to induce new root 
growth. 

The patch eventually will become a 
dense thicket if the shoots or suckers 
are not cut out. The individual rows 
should not be more than ten inches 
wide. If a clean path is not kept 
between the rows the berries are @diffi- 
cult to pick at harvest time. The 
suckers may be destroyed with the 
cultivator or hoe, but if pulled by hand 
they do not reappear so rapidly. The 


| berries are usually much larger when 


suckers are removed soon after they 
appear above the ground. Canes that
